Social  Conditions. 

The  Urban  District  of  Connah Ts  Quay  is  on  the  West  bank  of  the 
River  Dee,  and  towards  the  East  of  the  County  of  Flint.  Climatic 
conditions  are  reasonably  good  through  out  the  year,  and  usually  mild 
in  character  during  all  seasons,  particularly  in  winter  months,  making 
the  district  a healthy  one  to  live  in. 

Unemployment  in  the  area  is  at  a minimum,  and  the  definitely 
increased  prosperity  of  the  workers  is  reflected  in  the  relatively 
increased  happiness  and  appearance  of  the  children. 

Occupational  diseases  and  associate  troubles  are  at  minimum  in 
the  area. 


The  Accident  Incidence  appears  to  keep  at  much  the  same  level 
each  year.  Road  accidents  (motor1  and  other  vehicles)  were  not 
numerous,  but  actual  numbers  of  these  are  not  available.

Informal 
notices  are  usually  surf : u.alf  complaints  of  the  request  to 
any  defect's  'by  owners,  Louncil  property  is  in  this  respect  well 
attended  to,  although  it  appears  that  the  occupiers  are  not  great 
respectors  of  property,  from  the  amount  of  repairs  done  during  the 
year.  Overcrowding  is  not  excessive  and  not  different  to  last  year, 
no  fresh  cases  ha  veil  j "been  reported  during  the  period.
